Small fruits have done well in 
every province except in British Col- 
umbia, where the unusually low tem- 


perature had a bad effect on strawber- 
and Prices have 
also been helptul to the grower, straw- 
berries running from 8 to 14 cents per 
quart compared with 4 to 8 cents in 
1924 . Apples, however, owing to their 
exportability and their possibility of 
storage are our main crop and of them 
in the total there has been a yield 
rather above the average, thanks to 
the abundance in Ontario, where an in- 
crease of half a million barrels for the 
year is reported. In Nova Scotia un- 
fortunately there appears to have been 
a decrease of half the quantity, Such ‘ 
in brief is the testimony given by The 
Dominion Fruit Comissioner, Mr, G, E. 
McIntosh, before the Pomological 
Society of Quebec.
